Tho dresser began service in the 


kitchen ns n table, advancing until it 
was composed of a top and two shelves 
below, supported by four legs. It was 
then used not BO much <is n place for 
dressing the meats aa a nerving tablo, 
on which dishes wero placed before be- 
ing allotted to tho members of the 
household. At a later period a portion 
of the dresser "became inclosed, and aft- 
er that an. extra shelf, with sometimes 
a hood, waa placed on it. It was not 
then au article of kitchen furniture, but 
stood in tho hall or living room. As a 
result of the desire to reduce the quan- 
tity of furniture in tho hall the credence 
and dresser were combined as one arti- 
cle, with a closet ami shelf below and 
several shelves above, tho whole sur- 
mounted by a canopy. Then it was liko 
some cf our sideboard?, though it was 
not known by that name until tho eight- 
eenth century, when it assumed tho 
long, low tablo form, with drawers and 
cupboards below. Tho namo sideboard 
prior to this had, however, been applied 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen- 
tury.—Architectural Record.

Spain asks the United States to grant 


for a term of five years to Spanish 


lie.U'tc- Porto Rico and Cuba the same 
privileges as American vessels ea- 


rn the same trade may have, 


she qualifies this request by a pro- 


viso that trade privileges be extended 
to Cuba so long as the United States 
(prominent is dominant over that 
Island. 


The Spanish commissioners, In sup- 


port of this request, assert that Spain 
can not, without vital harm, immedi- 
ately abaiTTIou or cut off tho business 
relations so long maintained between 
the mother country and the West In- 
dian, territory. They declare that fam- 
ily ties and social relations, added to 
affairs of trade maintained through 
centuries, require gradual dissolution, 
'ftiey invoke the terms of the treaty of 
1319 by which the United States took 
ovel1 Florida from Spain, and la the 
fifteenth article of which granted Spain 
for 12 years the right to send her goods 
and products to Florida in Spanish 
ships on the same terms as the ships 
carrying thither goods and products of 
the United States. 


Spain's representatives 
cite fur- 


ther tho fact that the treaty .of 3803 
with France, for the cession of Louisi- 
ana, granted French and Spanish goods 
and products the same terms as Amer- 
icans in New Orleans and other ports 
in the ceded territory. 
Finally, Spain 


points to the American proposed "open 
door" policy in tlie Philippines, and 
asks a guarantee of the same advan- 
tages in her late West Indian colonies 
until trade relations can by degrees ac- 
custom themselves to the change ot 
sovereignty. 


It seems unlikely that the commis- 


sions will Finish their work as soou as 
had been expected. 
Madrid has in- 


structed the Spanish commissioners on 
three points to which the Americans 
attach much importance. 
These are 


the cession of an island in the Caro- 
lines, the granting of religious free- 
dom over the whole of the Carolines 
and the cession of a cable and coaling 
station at Ceuta. 
The Spanish gov- 


ernment has instructed Senor Montero 
Rios to grant none of these, and it 
is admitted that the American com- 
missioners have no power to enforco 
their demands on points not covered 
by the protocol. 


Chinese III Ills I'hiliiMjiries. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Regarding the 


application of the Chinese exclusion 
law to the Philippines, Mr. Wu Ting- 
Fang, the Chinese minister, said: 
"I 


wish to appeal to the American people 
not to enforce the Chinese exclusion 
law in these islands. By doing so a 
great Injustice will be done my coun- 
trymen. There are a great many Chin- 
ese in the Philippines and all of them 
are a credit to the archipelago. The 
Chinese population there is entirely 
different from that in your western 
countries. 
In 
the 
Philippines 
my 


countrymen are engaged in every walk 
of life. 
There are innumerable ar- 


tisans, farmers, 
storekeepers, mer- 


chants, traders and, in fact, business 
men of every legitimate character."
